Peel two or three onions under the tap, 
slice them and drop them in a fair-sized 
saucepan with a. lid, together with a little 
lard or butter, or some pieces of bacon, Cool 
them fairly slowly until they are a golden 
brown. 

Meanwhile trim up your meat, cutting off 
the fat, string and rind, and shaping it into 
little cubes. 

When the onions and bacon are cooked, put 
in the meat. 

Put in a little water or milk, or both, 
enough to make the consistency of the curry 
later on soft without being sloppy; then 
bring to the boil and add a teaspoonful of 
vegetable extract and one of meat extract, 
and anything that takes your fancy out of an 
endless variety of flavourings. 

The first of these is the curry powder, 
which—incredible as it may seem—I have 
known cooks to forget in the excitement of 
the moment, . This is your opportunity for 
once to get a curry hot enough to take the 
skin off your mouth, but if your tastes are 
moderate. the amount is abort? a de«sertspoon- 
ful per good-sized portion. The dessertspoon 
is the medium-si oné, not the large one. 

Any well-known brand of curry will do. 
Other things that can go in are mushrooms or 
tomatoes (they do not taste well together), 
and the things that must go in are salt, a 
spoonful of lemon-juice or vinegar, and some 
kind of sweetening; this is most important. 

Sugar will do, especially brown sugar, but 
T infinitely prefer red-currant jelly. About a 
spoonful is enough; a svoon of the same size 
as the one you use for the curry. 


H wa’ is an excellent curry recipe, which

Keeping Warm. 


Apart from such vicissitudes of frosty 
weather, how is one to keep warm 7 Good 
fires, of course; and a very good tip for 
saving coal, now that the prices are soaring, 
is to lay in a supply of chalk, for chalk, 
packed at the back of the grate, gives out a 
tremendous heat when it is once hot, and 
lasts almost indefinitely. 

If you are obliged to go out and leave your 
comforting fire unattended for four or five 
hours, the best way to ensure a welcoming 
glow when you get home is to put on only a 
few fair-sized lumps of coal, and scatter over 
them a handful of salt. 

And, if yoa come in with frozen finger-tips, 
do not hold your hands out to the fire with 
fingers down—hold them with the fingers 
pointing upwards, to avoid the sudden 
painful rush of blood to the numb parts 
when they begin to “ thaw.”

The Menace of Strikes. 


To both Irish States, as to Great 
Britain, the first month of 1931 has 
brought industrial discord. To-day some 
three thousand employés of the Dublin 
building concerns will refuse to start 
work, and the city will be in the grip of 
an important and, perhaps, protracted 
strike. The issue at stake is simple. Not 
long ago the Master Builders’ Association 
gave notice that from to-day the. men’s 
wages would be reduced from 1s. 10d. an 
hour to 1s. 6d. an hour, while the work- 
ing week would be increased from 44 to 
46 hours. It defends this change by a 


| comparison of the industry's conditions 


in the Free State with those that prevail 
in Britain. The Irish rate of pay was 
fixed in .1922—when, as the masters 
observe, the cost of living was 22 points 
above the present figure—and has 
remained. unaltered-sinee that time. In 
Britain, on the other hand, wages rise and 
fall automatically with the cost of living ; 
to-day they amount to 1s. 7d. an hour, 
and they will be less by a halfpenny from 
the end of this month. According to the 
master builders, the high cost. of labour 
is crippling their activities in Dublin. 
Although an urgent demand exists for 
houses, it is impossible to built at prices 


| that prospective tenants can pay. To 


these arguments the men’s representatives 
make a bald reply that the cost of living 


| is higher in Dublin than anywhere else. 


They not merely have refused the em- 


| ployers’ demands, but ask for an increase 
Í in the rate of wages. 


If this strike extends so as to include 
firms which are outside the Master 
Builders’ Association, not three thousand, 
but ten thousand, men will be affected. A_ 
stoppage of such magnitude is, fortunately, 
uncommon in the Free State, but for that 
reason its incidence will be the more 
severe. Not a little of the country’s pro- 


| gress within the past few years has been 
‘due to the good feeling that exists between 


masters and men, and their willingness to 
submit to reason. Ought not. the building 
operatives to-follow the example of their 
fellow-workers in. the Belfast linen 


“industry 1. There, it is true, a great strike 


ia imminent ; yet, even if masters and men 
fail to reach an agreement that will avert 
that calamity, their failure will not be due 
to lack of effort. Both.sides have shown 
a genuine anxiety to settle their differences 
without. the ruinous waste of a’ stoppage ;

forty or fifty. thousand names, Yet 
neither Irish State is handicapped, as 
Great Britain is. handicapped, by an ex. 
cessively paternal Government that creates 
industrial discord where it ought to 
induce harmony. Labour is not at end- 
less war with vested interests in Ireland, 
as it is in England; and subversive 
doctrines have not so strong a hold. On 
more than one occasion Irish common- 


sense has given a lead to England. Can 


it not give such a lead now? ; 
Across the Channel, indeed, we have a 


horrid warning of the dangers that must 
result from industrial conflict. Last Satur- 
day morning the Burnley employers closed 
their mills, and more than 20,000 cotton 
weavers were thrown out of employment.

|}. Slavery in Liberia. 


. The existence of slavery and forced 
labour, on a shocking scale, in Liberia is 
one of the ironies of history. © In 1821— 
nearly half a century before the American 
Civil War—tho American ‘Colonising 
Society settled a body of liberated slaves 
on the “ Pepper Coast '” of West Africa. 
The settlement flourished, and in 1847 it 
was promoted to be the free and in- 
dependent Republic of Liberia, under the 
segis of the United States Government. It 
was established strictly on the American 
model, with a President, Senate and 
House of Representatives ; and the capital, 
Monrovia, takes its name from the author 
of the Monroe Doctrine. To-day Liberia 
has an area of some 43,000 square miles. 
Its population numbers two millions, in- 
cluding 15,000 descendants of the original 
freedmen ; and the native genius has full 
sway, since no white man may meddle in 
Liberian affairs. We might have supposed 
that such a country would be extra- 
ordinarily jealous of the negro’s liberties, 
but now Liberia is exposed as one of the 
world’s last strongholds of slavery—and 
the slave-owners and slave-drivers are 
negroes. Some months ago the Council of 
the League of Nations, ‘‘ from information 
received,” sent a Commission of Inquiry 
to Liberia, and this Commission’s report, 
which was issued last Saturday at Geneva, 
is a truly distressing document. On the 
testimony of more than one hundred native 
witnesses the Commission reports that the 
worst forms of slavery are—or as late as 
1928 were—rampant in the Black Republic. 
It appears that large numbers of natives 
have been recruited forcibly for labour on 
the Island of Fernando Po. In the late 
summer of 1927 three hundred and forty 
men were shipped in bonds to that 
island. Unwilling victims were flogged, 
and chiefs who refused to facilitate this 
forced labour were fined and threatened. 
There is ample evidence that the exported 
negroes have been treated with extreme 
cruelty at Fernando Po, and that many of 
them have died. Villages in Liberia have 
been left desolate by the export of the 
wlole male population. When Mr. King, the 
President of Liberia, visited England, he 


cultivated negro, but, alas! his complicity 
in the Liberian slave traffic seems to be 
assured. The Commission’s report furnishes 
documentary evidence of forced shipments 
by order of the President. The United 
States Government's stern Note to Liberia, 
which we print to-day; condemns not only 
President King, but the Vice-President, 
Mr. Yancy ; and it declares that the Com- 
mission's inquiries were obstructed by 
the Liberian Government. Washington 
threatens Liberia with the loss of 
America’s all-important friendship unless 
the practice of slavery is abolished without 
delay. The League’s Commission demands 
drastic reforms in.duiberian affairs, and 
calls for the dismissal of five district com- 
missioners who have been involved in the 
slave traffic. We must assume that 
Geneva will take immediate action ; for the 
continued existence of slavery in any part 
of the world is a dark shadow on the cele- 
bration of the League's eleventh birthday.

Unsolved Murders. | 


During the last two years there have been 
no fewer than nineteen unsolved murders in 
Great Britain. This fact has been brought 
into prominence by the recent horror on 
the Northumberland moors, in which, as 
in so many other criminal cases, the motor 
car has played a large part. Yet, though 
it may not be doubted that the increased 
mobility of modern transport has made 
the path of the evil-doer easier than it 
was heretofore, the real cause of the pre- 
sent comparative immunity enjoyed by 
murderers must be sought ' elsewhere. 
Before the Judges” Rules governing the 
taking of evidence by the police were 
applied with full rigidity the dice were 
loaded heavily against the assassin. No 
doubt, individual citizens. endured occa- 
sionally an injustice while they were being 
interrogated by detectives, but such illegali- 
ties were trifling when compared with the 
handicap under which the police labour 
to-day in England. Whatever may or may 
not be true of misdemeanours and civil 
actions, in an English court of justico a 
man or woman, arraigned on a charge of 
felony, receives every assistance and 
the utmost sympathy. Such a state of 
affairs is wholly proper, but the best 
interests of the public are served only if, 
in view of the presumption of everybody's 
innocence, the police are allowed to col- 
lect their evidence without unduly fussy 
restrictions. In every trial the public 
itself, in the form of a jury, possesses the 
last word, -so that no man, convicted of 
murder, can claim to have been con- 
demned in the police station. So great an 
authority as Viscount Hailsham suggests 
that the Judges’. Rules “ are, perhaps, a 
little strict. and might be loosened a 
trifle.” - Perhaps, however, Sir Archibald 
Bodkin’s remark that the true solution lies 
in their better application is more in accord 
with modern sentiment in the matter.

EXPLOSIONS SAID TO BE DUE 


TO MUNITIONS”

From FEUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT, 
, SINGAPORE, Sunday. 
Stories of the sinking of the Norwegian 
steamer Tricolour a week ago, after fire 
and explosion, just after. she had . left 
Colombo for the Far East, are told by 
survivors who have arrived here in the 


“French liner Porthos. 


The Porthos was the only vessel to pick 
up the faint distress signals of the doomed 
steamer, and she arrived on the scene 
in the nick of time. Six lives were lost, 
The survivors were loud in their praise 
of the gallantry of the captain and ship's 
company of the Porthos. 

A young Norwegian passenger said:— 
“ I was resting in the cabin of the Tri- 
colour after lunch, when I was suddenly 
awakened by a loud explosion. I ran out 
on deck, to see the ship a mass of flames. 
Then explosion followed explosion in rapid 
succession. Most of the passengers jumped 
overboard. I remember seeing one boat 
floating in the sea, but another over- 
turned. People were clinging to both. 

“In five minutes the ship was a roaring 
furnace. Enormous masses of metal were 
hurled into the air as though they were 
as light as corks by the violence of the 
explosions, which seemed to come from 
amidships. ‘The ship remained afloat for 
a short time and then sank. There was 
no time to lower more than two boats.”’ 

FOUR EXPLOSIONS. 

Captain Phillipi, master of the Porthos, 
stated that, two hours after leaving 
C *+mbo, he saw huge flames issuing from 
the Tricolour, which was ahead of him. 
He went full speed to the rescue, and 
when he got near there was an explosion 
on the burning vessel. It was followed 
by three more explosions. The water 
aroun’ was littered with wreckage.» The 
work of rescue was put in hand at once. 

Several of the survivors were suffering 
from burns and other injuries which

GOVERNOR-GENERAL 
OF AUSTRALIA. 


QUESTION OF VALIDITY OF 
APPOINTMENT. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MELBOURNE, Sunday. 

The Argus states that the publication of 
the view of Sir Edward Mitchell, the 
authority on Constitutional Law, that the 
appointment of Sir Isaac Isaacs to be 
Governor-General of the Commonwealth 
if the British 'Cab net took no part in 
it, is invalid has caused official apprehen- 
sion here, arid it is asked whether, in the 
circumstances, the appointment will 
satisfy the constitutional requirements. . 

Within. two. hours of Mr. Scullin’s 
arrival an unofficial Cabinet meeting was 
held, at whieh Sir Isaac Isaacs was 
present, and a cable was sent to London 
asking for full details of the appointment.

HROUGH the bursting of a water main 
at the junction of Macken street and 
Hogan place, Dublin, at “midnight of 
Saturday last, the streets were flooded and 
fifty were r «dered homeless. 

A large volume of water entered the 
lower storeys of the houses in Macken 
street, where it lay to a depth of between 
one and two feet. Clothing and other 
articles in these houses were damaged by 
the water. 

When the Fire Brigade arrived it was 
found necessary to cut off the water supply 
of the whole district and to bale out the 
water from the flooded houses. Workmen 
were busy during the greater part of 
Sunday repairing the damaged water 
main. 

The plight of the people in the flooded 
houses was pitiable. 

THE LORD MAYOR ACTS. 

The Lord Mayor (Seriator Byrne) was 
told of the occurrence by telephone, and 
he visited the scene at 2 a.m. With the 
local home assistance officer, Mr. Black- 
bourne, he made arrangements for the 
accommodation of the distressed. 

When repair-work had been done it was 
found that the flood had left many of the 
dwellings uninhabitable. It was then 
decided to house the affected families in 
the Mansion House. 

Meanwhile the refugees: had been 
treated in the Seamen’s Institute. 

Among those who assisted in the relief 
work were Alderman Dr. Myles Keogh, 
T.D.; the Rev. Father Ryan, Adm.; Mr. 
Gately, T.C.; Mr, Gleeson, and Captain 
Brophil. , 

AT THE MANSION HOUSE. 

For the first time since 1916 the Dublin 
Mansion House was turned into a retreat 
for ‘refugees, when last night the fifty 
persons rendered homeless by the floods 
were accommodated’ there. Twenty-two

modated in the billiard room, and twelve 
men had quarters in the Oak Poom.

ie PARIS, Sunday; ' 
. On January árd three separate French 
Mountaincering parties, twelve persons 
in all, were engulfed by avalanches in 
different parts of the French Alps on the 
Italian border. Of the twelve only one 
survived to tell the tale, a Paris student 
named Robert Midi. 

Midi states in the Matin that he and 
another student, Robert Jones, who had 
been spending their Christmas holidays 
climbing in the Hautes Alpes, were due 
to return to Paris on January 4th. On 
their last day they had planned to climb 
the Col de Gilly, which offers no par- 
ticular difficulty. “ More of a walk than 
a climb,'” Midi called it. They had been 
assured -by a local inhabitant that the 
snow was in good condition, and that 
they need not be afraid of an avalanche 

They were climbing after lunch, Jones 
being fifty yards ahead of Midi, when 
suddenly the peak of the mountain above 
became hidden as if by a-cloud. A 
second later both the climbers were en 
gulfed in an avalanche. 

STRUGGLE FOR LIFE. 

Midi found himself entirely buried, ex 
cept for one hand, which projected abov+ 
the snow. He worked with this hand 
and bord a ‘‘ chimney ” to breath: 
through. Then he began scraping and 
digging around him with both hands. 

It took him three hours to get clear. 
His hands were frozen—one of them so 
badly that he had to bite his fingers till 
the blood ran to put a little life into it. 

Once disentombed he began to hunt tor 
his friend... There was no trace of Robert 
Jones—nothing but an unending blanke* 
of smooth snow. ' 

Night was falling when Midi, ex- 
hausted, set ont to struggle back to the 
village of Les Roux, from which the two 
had. statted. He fainted twice on his 
way, which -was a distance of several 
miles. He reached a cottage at last, only 
to collapse. He lay unconscious for 
several hours, but he had just mana 
to gasp out. that Robert Jones was mias- 
ing. 

Although it was night, a rescue parity 
set out immediately, and searched . for 
three days, but in vain. Robert Jones is 
buried under a white pall, which may be

BLIZZARD IN PEKING.

To-doy, 
however, the temperature in Peking has 
improved slightly and the thermometer 
now stands just above zero (Fahrenheit).

EXPLOITING THE NATIVES 


In a leading article The Times 4--day 
observes:—The report of the Commission 
which was appointed to ir~uire into te 
existence of slavery in the ‘native West 
African Republic of Liberia was published 
on Saturday. It exposes a maladministra- 
tion so cruel and so corrupt, and an 
exploitation of native workers by their 
negro masters so callous and so shameless, 
that the civilised world will not be satis- 
fied until effective measures have been 
t-"sen to substitute a system of justice for 
a reign «£ brute force; and to establish 
decent. conditions of labour. Though the 
report has been issued from Geneva, and 
though the Chairman of the Commission 
is an Englishman, Dr. Christy, appointed 
by the League of Nations, it is to the 
credit of the Liberian Government itself 
that the Internatio--! Commission of 
Inquiry vas set up. | 

The attempt to establish a civilised 
negro State in West Africa has so far 
proved a failure, and it can never become 
a success unless the process of reorganisa- 
tion is placed under the supervision of 
white men. The Americo-Liberians, as the 
rnling caste is called, have established a 
Government that will pass in Monrovia and 
the district immediately surrounding the 
capital ; but its writ runs no farther, and 
the dealings of its. officials with the 
natives of the interior are a disgrace to the 
modern world, 


IGNORANT AND CORRUPT, 


With hardly any exceptions, they are 
incapable, ignorant, greedy and corrupt.

In arriving at its findings the Commis- 
sion had before it the recorded testimony 
of 109 witnesses in Monrovia, ingluding 
twenty native paramount chiefs aiid 
eight;-two sub-chiefs, 105 natives, three 
Cabinet Ministers, twenty-six ~ public 
officials, including Justices of the Sapreme 
Court, senators, county super’ te.dents, 
a district commissioner, ¢tc.—in all, 264 
depositions being taken.

Hostages were- taken, who would 
only be released on the production of 200 
men, although the chiefs declared there 
were not 200 men. left in. their. town 
Later the old men taken as hostages, 
were removed to Superintendent Yancy’s 
farm at Weddo, “were set to cleaniri¢ 
coffee and eaffava, carrying sticks an 
making lines for the rubber trees.

construction, for the intimidation of 
villagers, for the humiliation and degrada- 
tion of chiefs, for the muprisonmnet of 
inhabitants, and for the conveying of 
gangs of captured natives to the coast 
there, guarding” them -till the time of 
shipment. ' 


CORRUPT AND DISHONEST, 
OFFICIALS, 


The exhaustive and remarkable report of 
the Commission conéludes with a number 
of suggestions and récommendations for 
the reform of Liberia’s native policy, and 
call. for the removal of the present five 
district commissioners now stationed in the 
hinterland as being dishonest and corrupt 
officials. 

‘In this section,”’ the report says, “* if 
the hinterlarid -administratron“is allowed 
to continue on existing lines of humitiation 
of chiefs, intimidation, suppression, extor- 
tion and ill-treatment of the people, 
Liberia may discover that its place in the 
community of civilised nations is 
jeopardised.” 

Emphasising that while eommon classic 
slavery no longer exists in Liberia, forms 
of domestic slavery and pawning still con- 
tinue, the report urgently reeommends that 
steps should at once be taken to make these 
illegal as the preliminary to total aboli- 
tron. It accordingly strongly. urges that 
the Liberian Government should devote its 
attention to the shipment of labour to 
Fernando Pe and other places. 

The report adds that acknowledgments 
are due to President King for his persona! 
assrs¢ance and consideration, and also to 
Government officials and citizens of the 
Republic for facilitating the work -of the 
Commission. 


ACTION. ON THE REPORT. 


_ Although the report was submitted on 
September 8 last, its {ull text is only being 
published -now. At tlie requést of the 
British. Government the report ~has been 
placed on the agenda for discussion at the 
impending Sesséieh of the League Council. 
Furthermore; Mr. Stimson, the United 
States Secretary of State, a féw “davs ago 
sent a letter couched in strong language 
to the Government, of Liberia; in Which 
he declared ‘that unless the ‘twin évils of 
slavery and forced labour were terminated 
they would result in the “‘ alienation of 
the friendly feelings which the American 
Government and people have entertained 
for Liberia-since its establishment nearly 
a century ago.” 
A point made was that nearly all the 
high officials in the country found guilty 
in the investigations were still in office. © 
_ Following the presentation of the report 
in September-tast, the Liberian. Govern. 
ment in October notified the League that 
all domestic slaves. held by native tribes 
had been declared free’ by a Presidential’: 
decree, and that the pawn system—i.é,, 
the pledging of a member of a family on 
security for a loan, and forced embarka- 
tion In connection with labour contracts 
had been definitely abolished.

MR. R. J. DUNVILLE. - 
News reached Belfast on Saturday of the 
sudden death-at Johannesburg. of Mr. Robert 
J. Dunville, Chairman of the well-known dis- 
tillers, Messrs. Dunville and Co, Lid., 
Belfast. Mr. Dunville, who, accompanied by 
his wife and a friend, was visiting Mrs. 
Dunville’s father, had an adventurous career. 
Born in 1892, he was educated at Eton, sub- 
sequently jolning the Grenadier Guards, with 
whom he was serving in 1916, when the re- 
bellion broke oat in Dublin. —Hurrying te 
join his regiment, he was captured hv 
Republicans at Castlebellingham, County 
Louth. Despite the evidence to the contrary. 
they persisted in regarding him as a spy, and, 
placing him against a wall, shot him, leaving 
him for dead. He was badly wounded in the 
chest, and, though he survived, it could not 
be said that he ever fully reqvered. 
lover of all animals, Mr. Dunville kept 
an extensive private zoo at his home at 
Holywood. County Down, the animals being 
gathered from all quarters of the globe. He 
was for sone years Master of the County 
Down Staghounds, the members of the hunt 
making him a handsome presentation on the 
occasion of his marriage. He took keen 
interest in the local affairs of Holywood, and 
in the business of Dunville and Co., in which 
he succeeded his father in the chairmanship 
a year ago, he proved both assiduous and 
successiul. Mr. Dunville married, in 1927, a 
daughter of Mr. Justice Shaw, a retired judge 
of the South African High Court. His 
Eas brother, Lientenant John Spencer 
unville, won the V.C, while serving with 
the 1st Royal Dragoons at Epehy in 1917, 
being subsequently killed in action, His only 
surviving brother, Mr. W. G. Danville, 
resides in Australia, and it’ was. Robert's 
intention te visit fim after leaving South 
Africa. Mr. Dunville’s death is deeply re- 
gretted In business and _ sporting circles 
throughout the Northern counties, where he 
was held in the highest esteem, while his 
name was known and respected throughout

United States Government had agreed, as 
part of the negotiations for funding the debt, 
to postpone interest for three years. The 
postponed interest inereased the total amount 
due to £957,000,000. i 

* The United States Government held, in 
respect of the Debt, formal obligations of 
the British Government, signed by Lord 
Reading. payable on demand in Unitgdates 
gold dollars, dnd bearing interest at five pes 
cent.. per annum.. ‘The British Government 
were formally bound to convert these demaad 
obligations into long-term bonds, tf requestad 
by the United States Treasury. 

‘* On Oth February, 1922, the United States 
Congress hád passed a law creating “the 
World War Foreign: Debt Commission; with 
authority to fund the War Debts, provided 
that repayment must be not later than 15th 
June, 1947. and the rate of interest not less 
than four-and-a-quarter per cent. 

‘* On 25th April. 1922, the United States 
Government had officially invited the British 
Government to send a mission to Washington 
to open negotiations wit hthe Debt Com- 
mission. 

PAYMENT OF INTEREST. 

“On 3th April, 1922, the Budget speech 
contained an announcement.that payment of 
interest on the British War Debt to the 
United States Government at the rate of 
£50,000,000 a year would be begun by a 
payment of £25,000,000 in October, 1922, and 
this payment had been duly made. 

‘* Thus we were actually paying interest at 
the rate of 50 millhons a year without any 
reduction in the capital debt; we were under 
a formal obligation to convert the demand 
obligations into long-term -bonds at the re- 
quest of the United States Treasury: We 
had been formally invited to negotiate with 
the Debt Commission, which was debarred by 
statute from accepting any terms more 
favourable than repayment, with interest, at 
not less than four and a quarter per cent. 
within not more than twenty-five years. in- 
volving an annual payment of £65,000,000. 

‘‘ Assuming that the British Government 
did not desire to repudiate its formal
